In treating in our last on“ the best method of con- 
ducting a Sabbath School,’ we spoke of the qualifi- 
cations, selection, aud some of the duties of the Su- 
periniendent.

1. The secection of the teacher.--This should be 
done by the Superintendent and a committee of the | 
teachers appointed for the purpose; and not by in- 
dividuals not connected with the school.

questions prepared to ask him; and more than all, 
they should never be afraid of having their ignarance 
known; this is the first and most important step to 
improvement. If delicacy forbids asking publicly 
any question, it may be laid on the pastor’s table in | 
Writing. 

3. They should attend the weekly meetings of the teach- | 
ers. If the pastor does not give instruction on the 
lessons, this duty should be done by the Superinten- | 
dant, who should ask the questions, and all should | 
try to be prepared to answer them and ask the others 
questions in return. ‘To the teacher’s meeting,every | 
one should try to communicate something which will 
be interesting, The conductors of local schools 
should report their progress, and individuals state 
the condition of their classes, and the method they 
take to interest the scholars. Where such meetings | 
are uot held and the teachers remain almost solitary, 
iteannot be expected that the school will flourish. | 
But let them be properly conducted, and the teach- | 
ers will constantly be deriving profitable hints from 
each other, and will have their hearts warmed by 
mutuy! syinpathy and prayer. Prayer should a«l- 
Ways cormdéitute a large,portion of the exercises. 
The Superintendant, and teachers too, should select 
something from the periodicals, Sabbath Sehool 
books, and other publications, which shall be suita- 
ble to be read and conversed upon. ‘These exerei- | 
ses, together with the suggestion of plans and mo- 
tives for the improvement and enlargement of the

school, will occupy and make interesting an hour | 


each week. Atthese meetings, the suliject of local | 
scthoo!s should be introduced, and plans matured for 

introducing and sustaining them. 
wants of the poor and neglected children, is a sub- 
ject which at present calls loudly on our Sabbath 
School teachers, who are now devoting so large a 
share of their attention to those children who least 
need their services. [tis little or no self-denial for 
teachers to go through with the routine of the Sab- 
bath School duties at the church, unless they so neg- 
lect the work of preparation that they have no heart 
for it.

Though the remark may seem almost to trespass 
on delicacy, yet faithfulness to the great interests of 
God and man seems to require it to be made, that 
avother the test of the spirit of the church in refer- 
ence to the point before us, 1 afforded by the pre- 
vailing measure of ministerial attainment and faith- 
fulness. ltis not to be doubred that the general 
character of the ministry, compared to that of the 
preceding age, is much improved; but still, if there 
be a correspondence between the church’s prayers 
and endowments inthis respect, her deficiency in 
the feeling of dependence on God for the supply of 
ministers of the gospel is unquestionably great. I he 
existing ministry, however superior, are manifest- 
ly far below the standard which the exigencies of 
these times seem to hold forth to all aspirants for the 
sacred office. The order of ministers needed for 
the Couversion of the world is one formed exactly 
and in all respects, except inspiration and the pow- 
er to work miracles, on the apostoliea! model. Thea 
same work substantially is to be done pow, W hich 
was undertaken by the apostles; and men as full of 
the strength and the graces of the Holy Spirit as 
they were,are apparently as indispensable. Itis only 
when the appropriate business of the church is mis- 
judged ofthat a doubt on this subject can be indulged, 
Ifthat business were to keep up religion to the low 
common level to which it bas attained among men, 
ministers of the common stamp might suffice; hut to 
pervade the immense wastes of heathenism with the 
genuine spirit and influences of Christianity; to have 
the gospel sounded throughout the countries of 
Europe, throughout China, Hindostan, Burmah, 
Persia, Arabia, the coasts and unexplored recesses 
of Atvien, and all the forests of America and Islunds 
of the Ocean, as itis inthe tnost favored parts of 
our own territory; men of the same spirit are want- 
ed, as those who, under the direet commission of 
Christ,preached the word of salvation with the Holy 
Ghost sent down fromheaven.

An impression seems to be extending, that sooner 
of later, a change will take place, in some unimagin- 
able manner, by which the great desideratum will be 
supplied; and the church seems in some sort recon- 
ciled to bear her burdens, and continue her incom- 
petent struggles,ns she has been wont to do,in hope of 
that extraordinary intervention; but will there never 
be an end to her dulness of understanding in this 
matter? While she restrains prayer to God, should 
she not utterly despair of an intervention, which, as 
far as can be seen, cannot occur in the absence of 
prayer, without contravening the setuled plan of in- 
finite Wisdom? Av intervention, an extraordinary 
intervention, is doubtless needful; and such an in- 
tervention may be hoped for, when the appointed 
means of obtaining it, are employed. Why are 
not those means at this moment in operation? 

The standing concert of prayer for Colleges, 
ought perhaps to be admitted as proof, that an in- 
crease of impression as to the necessity for prayer, 
has of late been made on Christians in our land. 
Most gladly would we so regard it. But we cannot 
avoid the recollection that other causes, as well as x 
livelier sense of dependance on God, may have con- 
tributed, and probably did contribute, to the origi- 
nation of that and similar concerts. It becomes the 
church to be specially jealous over herself in a husi- 
ness in which she has to do directly with the 
Searcher of hearts. Revivals of religion in churches 
had been found fruitful of candidates for the sacred

There can however be 
little doubt that the small quantity of specie in circulation ig 
one of the causes tending to produce these disastrous fluciu- 
ations, The specie in this State (and so in most of the 
States) is almost exclusively in the banks, for no gold cir- 
culates, and only sufficient silverto make sums under one 
Dollar. ‘The last returns show that all our banks, having a 
capital of $28.236.250 paid in, had on the first Saturday of 
October tast $922,309 84.100 of specie in their vaults to re. 
deem 37,889,110 67-100 of bills in circulation ; £3 716,182 
37-100 of deposites not on interest and $7,949,940 53-100 
on interést; making $19,889,110 3 67-100 demandable of them 
at sight, with the exception perhaps of a portion or all the 
deposites which bear interest. The state of the banks in 
New York, so far as I] have seen the return of 1832, whieh 
though imperfeet, embraces nearly all of them, is still more 
unfavorable, 
Such is the condition of two of the most commercial and 
banking States in the Union, and Lhave adveried to it, not 
because it furnishea any new case of alarm, or varies mate- 
dially from what tt has been for a succession of years, but to 
shew the paucity of specie, and how inadequate it is, notto 
redeem the bills afloat, but to refund the deposite alone. It 
is obvious that ifa panic should seize the public, if distress 
should overshadow our banks for but a day,all payments in 
Specie would cease, for the funds on hand do not amount to 
oue twelfth of thé bills in cirentation and those cdeposites 
which they are bound to pavon demand.—But while these 
truths are so ofien apparent, my behetis, that no banks in 
the United States are i amore sound condition, or have 
more ample resources than the banks of this State, and none, 
asfaras my knowledge extends, are conducted more pru- 
dently and honerably, 
Sut specie constitutes 


the basis of banking, as itjs de- 
mandable 


for bills and gives to them their currency, each 
bank will ordinarily, to advance its interest, throw into cir- 
enlation as many bills as its means of redemption will allow 
with safety 

The average in this State m 1832 was about eight dollars 
for one and in 1833 about eight and a half for one, taking all 
the banks together.—This disproportion between specie and 
Paper cannot be materially increased—consequent!y ifthe 
quantity of specie is diminished, the paper circulation must 
be curtailed; if, oy the otherhand, it is increased, the paper 
may also be increased. The paper therefore fuoctuates, as 
its basis changes—suppose then that the amount of specie in 
the United States in the banks is $20,000,000, and the bills 
in circulation to be cighty millions dollars—then suppose five 
millions of the specie is drawn out of the vaults and exported 
to pay balance in foreign couutries, (an occurrence not unu- 
sual.) one fourth of the basis of this waet circulation is 
thereby taken away,and to restore the exact ratio between 
the specie and the paper, twenty millions, or one fourth 
of this paper, must be reealled or withdrawn from circulation. 
It may n ot, and probably is not necessary to restore the ex- 
act ratio, but any considerable disprops rion is atonce feit, 
and the banks begin immediately to adjuat their concerns by 
curtailing their discounts, the effect of which is to diminish 
the quantity of bills thrown into circulation, while the quanti- 
ty flowing back upon the banks daily, (to be retained there) 
is undiminished. In this way the tow 
smal! tor the demande of business, and the pressure for mon- 
ey which tollows will be longer or shorter, and more or less 
severe,

according as the banks may speedily or gradually re- 
Store the specie re pressure occasioned by curtailing dis- 
counts and the consequent denial of credit often bears with 
such tremendous severity upon debtors as to cripple down 
and reduce to bankrupiey honest active, and enterprising
